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Moseley Talk Spurs 
Choice As Leader 
Of Fascist Groups

PHILADELPHIA — Major-Gen- 
eral George Van Horn Moseley, re- 
tired United States army officer 
who is reported to have been sought 
by Fascist groups in the United 
States as their unifying leader, has 
emerged as a dangerous anti-Se- 
mitic leader with a sweeping attack 
on the Jews as fomentors of war 
and financers of Communism. 


In an address to the annual “na- 
tional defense meeting” here spon- 
sored by the Women’s National 
Defense Committee, General Mose- 
ley called for a battle against 
“champions of war,” whom he iden- 
tified with Jews, demanded a Chris- 
tian leadership in America and 
asserted that Americanism could 
breed under protection of Nazism 
and Fascism. General Moseley’s 
anti-Semitic attack aroused wide- 
spread protest in which the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks and other 

q organizations joined. 


The speech came as reports from 
various parts of the country de- 
scribed increasing anti-Semitism. 
A Fortune magazine poll. found 
one-third of Americans believing 
anti-Semitism was growing. The 

. Nation told of anti-Semitism reach- 

“ing dangerous proportions in New 
ork City. The American Friends 
(Quakers) reported anti-Jewish 
agitation on the rise in this city of 
brotherly love. 

While denying that he was a 
Fascist, General Mosely said that 
Fascism and Nazism were “only 
antitoxins and will disappear when 
the disease of Communism is 
cured,” and added that, “in fact, 
the finest type of Americanism can 
breed under their protection, as 
they neutralize the effects of Com- 
munism.” Although the retired 
general said he spoke for himself 
alone, it has been reported that 
Fascist groups have been seeking 
his leadership for formation of 
what George Deatherage, head of 
the Knights of the White Camelia, 
called “ a national Christian or- 
ganization that we can all back.” 
General Mosely was recently nomi- 
nated as national commander of 
the Protestant War Veterans of the 
United States, according to a let- 
ter to the J. T. A. from Edward 
James Smythe, who called himself 
chairman of the national executive 
committee. 


Several men in veterans’ uni- 
forms left just before he began to 
Speak. During his address, he was 
booed twice—once when he at- 
tack-d Supreme Court Justice Fe- 
lix Frankfurter, and again when 
the assailed Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. The Philadelphia Lodge of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks, at a meeting attended by 250 
Persons, adopted a resolution con- 
demning his address.

Nazi propa- 
ganda without striking at free- 
dom of speech in general, the 
board of directors of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union de- 
clared in a statement in answer 
to growing criticism of the de- 
fense of Nazi rights. Acknowl- 
edeging the existence of wide- 
spread pressure for a declara- 
tion against “the alleged enemies 
of democracy,” and countering 
this pressure, the statement of 
the Civil Liberties board was is- 
sued to its members undér the 
title “Why We Defend Free 
Speech for Nazis, Fascists and 
Communists.” 





Terrorism In Reich 
Understated—Howard

NEW YORK—Reports of Nazi 
anti-Jewish terrorism have been 
“understated rather than exag- 
gerated,” Roy W. Howard, presi- 
dent and editor of the New York 
World-Telegram, said in the fifth 
of a series of articles from Paris 
on the European situation. “Dis- 
cussion of the liquidation of Jews 
is virtually taboo in friendly Ger- 
man circles today,” Mr. Howard 
declared. “Professional Nazis have 
closed their minds to reason, jus- 
tice and human consideration. Ar- 
gument is futile. To the average, 
normal German the subject is dis- 
tasteful. 


“Many will tell you the situation 
needed correction because the Jew 
was crowding the German out of 
the professions and forcefully sub- 
stituting his own culture and phi- 
losophy for that of the Germans. 
But very few even atten »t a de- 
fense of the frightfulness and ter- 
rorism, which have been under- 
stated rather than exaggerated. 
This is true even as to some per- 
sons who are high in the Nazi 
party, though there is little evi- 
dence that any of these men made 
a serious attempt to moderate the 
purge.” 


Aid to Stricken Jews 
Of Europe Keynote 
Of Passover In U. S.

NEW YORK—Aid to the stricken 


Jews of Europe was the keynote of 
the Passover observance in the 
United States. In the synagogue 
and temple, at the Seder in the 
home and in services on the radio 
the plight of the refugee and po- 
tential refugee emerged as the key- 
note, with emphasis on the need for 
unprecedented sacrifice by Ameri- 
can Jewry to aid their coreligion- 
ists abroad. 

Declaring that the refugees of 
Central Europe are the victims of 
“an unnatural disaster bitterer 
than war,” Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
honorary chairman of the United 
Jewish Appeal, declared that a new 
type of war is being “lawlessly 
waged against the refugees” in 
which they suffer “all of war’s 
hardship and hurt without even the 
poor glory of self-defense.” He 
stressed American Jewry’s respon- 
sibility to aid refugees. Dr.- Wise, 
together with I. Edwin Goldwasser, 
treasurer of the appeal, participat- 
ed in a Passover eve program over 
a National Broadcasting Company 
network. 


In another Passover program 
broadcast over the Columbia Broad- 
ing System, Rabbi Samuel H. 
Goldenson declared the lesson of 
the supreme value of individual 
liberty and freedom which the 
Jews drew from their experience in 
bondage in ancient Egypt was par- 
ticularly important at this time 
“when brute force is fast becoming 
the able arbiter and tribal notions 
predicated upon fictitious racial 
differences are determining human 
conduct.” The program was spon- 
sored by the Joint Distribution 
Committee. 

In a Passover message sent to 
its 81,600 members, Hadassah an- 
nounced that it had assured a

HIAS Warns Steamship | 
Lines Against Shady 
Exigration Tactics

PARIS—A number of Jewish 
refugees who have been shunted 
from country to country on four 
German steamers have finally found 
havens. The HIAS-ICA Emigra- 
tion Association successfully inter- 
vened on their behalf. The four 
steamers were the last of eight 
German vessels which had been ply- 
ing the ocean between Germany 
and the Americas for the last two 
months trying to land a total of 
411 refugees in various ports. 

The steamer St. Martin, after 
vainly trying to disembark its pas- 
sengers at every Latin American 
port, was on the way back to Ger- 
many and certain concentration 
camps for refugees when it was 
permitted to land its cargo at Lis- 
bon. The steamer Oceanisa, after 
a similar »>xperience, was allowed 
to Innd its passengers at Gibraltar 
with the approval of the British 
government. The two remaining 
ships, the Cap Norte and the 
Artigas, were allowed to disembark 
the refugees at Montevideo, Uru- 
guay, whence they will go on to 
Chile with the permission of the 
Chilean government. 

Believing that further successful 
intervention will be impossible, the 
HIAS-ICA has reiterated its warn- 
ings to all steamship companies not 
to engage in “adventurous emigra- 
tion” practice. Simultaneously, the 
organization appealed to Latin 
American countries to follow the 
United States, Australia and the 
Union of South Africa in setting 
definite immigration quotas as a 
means of eliminating racketeering.

and religious bigotry.” 

The part of General Moseley’s 
address in which he referred par- 
ticularly to the Jews follows: 

“We must stand up and fight for 
our rights today. Especially must 
we fight the battle for peace at a 
time when the champions of war 
are powerful; yes, and encouraged 


in the very highest places of our 
government. Once we butted in 
and fought a war to make the 
world safe for democracy. We did 
not accomplish our mission. The 
war now proposed is for the pur- 
pose of establishing Jewish hege- 
mony throughout the world. We 
must recognize that fact. The Com- 
munists have forced us to state it 
frankly; 

“Recently a speaker came to At- 
lanta and addressed the assembled 
Jews. I understand that other 
speakers are covering the nation 
with the same: message. What was 
the gist of his-remarks? He stated, 
in éffect, that the influence of the 
Jews throughout the United States 
was being organized to force the 
present administration to compel 
Hitler to reinstate the refugees in 
Germany to their former status, 
even at the cost of war. The speak- 
er added that they were much en- 
couraged in their efforts by the 
President himself and the charm- 
ing First Lady. 

“In contemplating war today, we 
must remember that war costs 
money and that as a nation we are 
alreadly ‘busted.’ Our former al- 
lies have not as yet paid us for 
what. they owe us on the last war. 
Where, then, is the money coming 
from? History will have to repeat 
itself, and we will have to re-es- 
tablish the Jew in power and bor- 
row money from him. A partner 
of Kuhn, Loeb and Company, it 
must be remembered financed the 
Russian Revolution, and he was 
mighty proud of his achievement. 

“We will also have to ask the 
benevolent government of Russia 
to come to our aid in the fight, as 
an. ally. How perfeetly ridiculous 
it. sounds today when someone re- 
fers to the present Russian Gov- 
ernment as a ‘democracy.’ Of 
course, the Communists do say 
that Communism is twentieth cen- 
tury Americanism, or sometimes

Hadassah Sponsors World 
Fair Trips 
To the Editor: 

After months of careful plan- 
ning, one of the most novel plans 
ever devised to raise money for 
charity is soon to be put into effect 
by the Child Welfare Division of 
Hadassah. It is the plan of run- 
ning well organized tours to the 
New Yorw World’s Fair, which is 
to open late this month. 


Through thorough investigation 
and arranging on the part of the 
committee, in conjunction with the 
complete and unusual cooperation 
of the New York Central Railroad, 
tours have been prepared which 
may be purchased by the public 
in general all over the State of In- 
diana at a cost even less than it 
would ordinarily cost a person if 
he arranged his own trip. 

At the same time the Child Wel- 
fare Division of Hadassah will 
make a small profit on the sale of 
each tour, equivalent to a travel 
agency commission. While this 
profit is small, it is expected to 
raise a large amount of money be- 
cause of the tremendous number of 
people who are going to the New 
York World’s Fair, and because it 
costs a person no more to go on 
one of these tours than on any 
other. 

These tours are to be known as 
the James Whitcomb Riley tours, 
because James Whitcomb Riley 
was always known to be interested 
in children. Permission to use his 
name in conjunction with these 
tours was granted by the heirs of 
James Whitcomb Riley, whose 
name is copyrighted. 

The Riley tours to the World’s 
Fair will be available far as little 
as $34.15 and up. 

This. least oxpensive trip will 
be known as the “Week-end Trip” 
and will leave Indianapolis every 
Friday and return on Monday. 
There will be a six-day trip which 
will leave every Sunday, and a 
seven-day trip leaving Indianapo- 
lis every Thursday. The prices of 
these two trips will be announced 
later. There will be three trips a 
week during the fair. 

The tours listed provide for 
transportation by railroad coach, 
but Pullman service will be pro- 
vided for the usual additional cost, 
if desired. 

The Riley tours are so arranged 
that they may be taken either by 
individuals or groups. Individuals 
may go on conducted tours of the 
fair, if they wish, or may go on 
their own. It is all very flexible. 
When they buy the Riley tours, 
they will be furnished with print- 
ed tickets and coupons which pay 
for everything in advarice. 

For months the Child Welfare 
Division of Hadassah, under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. L. L. Good- 
man, have been working out the 
details of the plans. Arrangements 
have been made, for example, with 
seven well known New York ho- 
tels, who have agreed to reserve a 
definite number of rooms through- 
out the whole period of the fair, 
for James Whitcomb Riley tour 
guests. Since hotel accommoda- 
tions in New York will be very dif- 
ficult to obtain during the fair, if 
they have not been reserved in 
advance, this one feature of Riley 
tours, the assurance of hotel ac- 
commodations, in itself will cause 
many people to choose the Riley 
tours. 

The Riley tours include railroad 
fare, meals on the train, hotel ac- 
commodations, admissions to the 
World’s Fair, a special Greyhound 
bus trip from the hotel to the fair, 
and a sight-seeing trip through 
the fair grounds, a boat trip around 


Manhattan Island, a trip to Radio 
City Observation Tower, a trip 
through the great National Broad- 
casting Studios, reserved seats at 
an actual Phillip Morris broadcast, 
and a conducted tour through 
Macy’s Department Store. 

Printed circulars describing the 
tours in detail will soon be avail- 
able. The tour tickets may be ob- 
tained from all Hadassah members 
or through any representative of 
the New York Central Railroad 
throughout Indiana. These Riley 
tours will be the only tours to the 
World’s Fair that will be spon- 
sored by the New York Central 
Railroad Company, which will act 
as the business agent for the tours 
and will handle all the details in 
conjunction with the Hadassah 
Child Welfare Committee. 

An office is being established for 
the Riley tours in a convenient 
downtown building, to be an- 
nounced soon, where a member of 
the Child Welfare Committee will 
always be in attendance to furnish 
information and take orders for 
Riley: tour tickets. Arrangements 
are to be made also for these tick- 
ets to be available through a lim- 
ited number of travel agencies in 
Indianapolis as well.

To the Editor: 

The primary purposes of the In- 
diana Conclave of Jewish Youth 
are to foster cultural and social 
advancement and unity of the Jew- 
ish youth of the state.

Do the young men who attended 
the dance last Saturday night with- 
out dates realize that many girls 
were compelled to forego the social 
features of the Conclave because of 
their selfishness? These inconsid- 
erate individuals apparently as- 
sumed the attitude that none of the 
visiting feminine delegates could 
suit their vain and conceited per- 
sonalities. It might be too much to 
expect them to extend the ordinary 
and gentlemanly courtesy of aiding 
in the entertainment of the many 
zirls, who, in most cases, far sur- 
passed them in personality and in- 
telligence. 

Talk about the successful Con- 
clave in terms of a large registra- 
tion or attendance, but think about 
those girls who are disillusioned 
over the lack of hospitality and 
character of some Jewish young 
men.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

We really owe an apology to the 
readers and advertisers of our 
Passover edition. Originally it was 
planned for thirty-two pages, in- 
sted of the twenty-four it actually 
was.

Rabbi Solomon Goldman’s com- 
munication in the “Freedom of the 
Press” column warrants comment. 
In case you’ve forgotten, his letter 
refers to my. editorial in connection 
with the report in the American 
Jewish Outlook, of Pittsburgh, of 
an address by Rabbi Goldman, in 
which he berated those present-day 
leaders of Jewish communities in 
the United States whose Jewish 
background extends no farther 
than the story of Sampson or the 
story of David and Goliath. Tech- 
nically on the one point, Rabbi 
Goldman can raise the issue of wide 
interpretation, but fundamentally 
the impression behind his entire 
talk was conveyed rather accurate- 
ly. Nor was the thesis of his ad- 
dress so radical. It is no secret 
that most Jewish leaders today are 
sorely wanting in knowledge of 
Jewish history, Jewish ethics and 
Jewish achievements. Yet when it 
comes to directing campaigns these 
same men organize their drives, 
devote their time end energy and 
add hundreds of dollars to what 
might not have been raised for suc- 
cor of the poor. No one could be 
aught but grateful for this generous 
assumption by these men of their 
communal burdens, yet it is to be 
deplored that these leaders are not 
Jewish in the sense that they really 
understand the problems confront- 
ing Jewry, today; that they do not 
realize the historical, if not the 
immediate, necessity for Palestine 
as a Jewish homeland; that they 
cannot understand the need for 
Jewish education, so that as Jews 
we may in understanding the heri- 
tage of our forefathers, carry on 
that fine tradition of mercy, justice 
and kindliness for all humankind. 








Has The Defense Council Failed? 


Speaking in Louisville before the Council of 
Jewish Welfare Funds and Federation several 
months ago, Edgar Kaufman, of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
chairman of the General Council for Defense 
of Jewish Rights, threatened that if the American 
Jewish Committee, the American Jewish Congress, 
the B’nai B’rith and the Jewish Labor Council, 
refused to lend themselves to a program for the 
co-ordinated functioning of American Jewry as a 
unified whole, he would again go through the pro- 
cess of bringing the same pressure to bear upon 
the groups that resulted in the formation of the 
Defense Council in the first place. 

The time for that action has arrived. It is evi- 
dent to anyone familiar with the American Jewish 
scene that the attempt at co-ordination has fallen 
through. Realizing the difficulties facing the De- 
fense Council and understanding the driving force 
behind Mr. Kaufman, this paper continued this 
many weeks to ignore the many signs indicating 
the collapse of the General Council. As a publica- 
tion in the forefront of those urging the forma- 
tion of a body to bring unity into American Jewish 
ranks, however, this paper would be lax in its 
duty if it failed to admit that a house had co- 
lapsed after the insurance company had paid the 
premiums and the wreckers were waiting to cart 
away the debris. 

In this week’s issue of The Congress Bulletin, 
one of the planks urged on local chapters of the 
Congress was the formation of bodies to fight the 
dissemination of anti-Semitic propaganda. If this 
is not in direct competition with the B’nai B’rith 
Anti-Defamation League, then the Arabs are not 
fighting the Jews in Palestine. The American 
Jewish Committee is seeking funds to enlarge 
its work in the same field. Here then are three 
of the four groups comprising the General Coun- 
cil for Defense of Jewish Rights going ahead 
with full speed in a field where overlapping and 
meddling can bring about only the direst results. 

In the field of economic stratification of the 
Jews in the United States, the B’nai B’rith and 
the American Jewish Congress are both at work, 
and both fortunately doing effective jobs, yet 
there has been no attempt at co-ordination. The 
B’nai B’rith is attacking the problem from the 
aspect of discouraging crowding in the profes- 
sions and the Congress is opening new fields for 
Jewish employment. Both aspects of one prob- 
lem, yet no attempt at the unification of effort 


that Mr. Kaufman emphasized would be the first 
task of the Council. 

That is part of the negative side of the picture. 
If any real evidence of the failure of the Council 
were needed it is everywhere in its lack of definite 
achievements. In operation now for almost a 
year, what has the Council done? 

Although Mr. Kaufman has continued to ignore 
it, he might as well know that his plan succeeded 
because the Anglo-Jewish press had paved the 
way for him by arousing the Jewish public to the 
need for unity. Mr. Kaufman unwittingly used 
the press to further his plan, yet after the ac- 
complishment of his immediate object, he ig- 
nored the one force which should have been his 
greatest ally. This paper warned early in the 
career of the Council, that it should not make 
the mistake of conducting every single transac- 
tion under the cloak of secrecy. The public who 
brought about the unity should be kept informed 
of the steps toward the eventual goal. Yet since 
the first announcement, there has not been one 
single news release, not one word of what was 
going on in a group whose every breath was a 
matter of news for the people it purported to 
represent. 

But now it seems to be too late. The four in- 
dividual groups in the Council are going ahead 
with. their own plans, to the complete dismissal 
of any plans for unity. The Anglo-Jewish Press, 
caught napping by the evident sincerity of the 
Council, has begun to demand action. The Ameri- 
can Israelite, oldest Anglo-Jewish paper in the 
United States, began to ask for a new unity, a 
new leadership to unite American Jewry as long 
ago as six or eight weeks. Other similar com- 
plaints from other Anglo-Jewish papers have ap- 
peared with more frequency in recent weeks. 

If the Defense Council is about to dissolve in 
failure, then Mr. Kaufman as a sign of respect 
to the job which he attempted to do, should let 
the Jewish public in on the situation. Unity, de- 
layed until now, is still a desired goal. In order 
to give the Council a fair chance, most Anglo- 
Jewish newspapers have been willing to submerge 
their demands for news and accomplishments in 
the same manner as this paper. But the time has 
come for the Defense Council to issue a statement. 
The Jews of America have a right to know, and 
it is the duty now of the Defense Council to keep 
the faith with the American Jewish public.

Our en- 
emies burned down our house; ravished our vine- 
yard, put us in chains, took us by force into 
strange lands and sold us into slavery. And when 
we were finally liberated, did we repay evil with 
evil? No. In every land, we offered the best 
frvits of our spirits; we helped to build temples 
of cvl'ure, brought nations together for amity 
end understanding, and in all spheres of human 
progress we gave of our energy and talent and 
our lives in order to make the world a better and 
nobler place for all mankind. And now when we 
want to return to our own land, where, in the 
brief span of some four decades, we have suc- 
ceeded in converting a wilderness into a flower- 
ing garden, are we permitted to go back?

“Loud” Jewish College Students Should Be 
Cautioned, Rabbi Louis I. Newman Believes.— 
Are Jewish youth ill-bred? Are there special 
characteristics which make them objectionable 
when they go to college, or into business? Re- 
cently, on the same evening, in two different in- 
stitutions, to my knowledge, three different speak- 
ers discussed independently of each other, the 
particular qualities and behavior which make 
Jewish youngsters frequently a source of irrita- 
tion to other Jews and non-Jews. One speaker, 
at a gathering of parents of pupils in a progres- 
sive school, said: “Tell your youngsters that when 
they go to small colleges, they should not regard 
the professors as ‘hicks’ They may be modest 
and quiet people, but they are selected carefully 
to impart to them knowledge, for which they 
should be grateful.” Another speaker said: “When 
Jewish boys go to Southern colleges, they fre- 


quently imitate the accent of the natives; they 
are boorish and aggressive; they criticize every- 
thing and everybody, and make themselves a nuis- 
ance in general.” The third speaker said to a 
gathering of young adults: “Through the Hillel 
and the A. Z. A. we try to teach young people to 
be refined; the girls are urged not to use too much 
rouge; the~boys are taught to be courteous and 
considerate.” Hence we may ask the question: 
are we Jews too self-conscious concerning our 
children? Or are we indifferent to the problems 
of conduct and manner which they oftentimes pre- 
sent? Whatever the forces, we must endeavor in 
our religious schools and through our youth or- 
ganizations in the synagogue and community cen- 
ters, to enhance the cultivation of our young peo- 
ple. We must train them to discipline their effer- 
vescent and volatile Jewish temperament. Other- 
wise, the causes of friction are certain to be 
increased.
